PHILADELPHIA, June 13.—Fire broke 
out. this afternoon in the mill of H. M. 
Rosenbiatt'& Co., manufacturers of leather 
goods, Becond and Oxford streets, and d:- 
stroyed that plant and several adjoining 
properties, including the Third Reformed 
Presbyterian Church. 

A number of employes in the Rosenblatt 
factory were forced to jump from the win- 
dows, Half a dozen girls were taken to a 
hospital seriously injured. 

' Phe police report that eight bodies are 
in the ruins of the Rosenblatt buildings. 


Over twenty persons are injured as a re- 
sult of jumping from the windows ard voy 
falling walls. 

The fire started tn the celluloid depart- 
ment of the leather works. Within 10 min- 
utes the Dullding was ablaze. The fire 
escapes proved inadequate as a means of 
exit for thé emploves working within. 

There were 2% girls at werk when the 
fire was discovered, and immediately a 
stampede was made for the first escapes. 
Many were knocked down and trampled 
upon, .and .othars, on reaching the first 
escape, despite the shouts of the people in 
the streets, plunged to the pavement. The 
girls remaining on the fire escape were 
carted in‘eafety to the street by the fire- 
men. | , 

Right-girls are missing, and it !s believed 
they were, trampled on in the stampede 
and were unable to reach the fire escape. 

Tho fire at 2:30 p. m., was reported under 
control.

“PUT ON SCREWS,’ HE SAYS 


ONLY STRAIGHT RECIPROCITY 
FOR CUBA IS ACCEPTABLE, 


Beet Sugar Senators Are Defiant and 
Bailey Advances New Arguments 
Against Democrats’ Acting 
With Concessions Forces.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—“Cuba must 


have straight reciprocity, with no entangle- 


ments. Gen. Wood must be supported. The 
administration must be upheld. Put on the 
screws.”’ 


Five prominent Republican senators, the 
leaders of thé administration faction in the 
Cuban reciprocity fight, have received sib- 
stantially this message from President 
Roosevelt. The manner of transmission is 
immaterial, They got it. 

The message was considered an ultima- 
tum. It was talked over by the adminis- 
tration leaders and the work of putting on 
the screws was begun at once. 

When the President arrived here from 


West Point last night, he drove to 

White House in a great hurry. As apa 
as he arrived there he sent for Senators 
Platt of Conneeticut and Spooner of Wis- 
consin. They were with him unti] after

Congress Pointing Out th 


Wisdom of Reciprocity and Reduction 
of Import Duties. 
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FULL TEXT OF PRESIDENT'S RECOMMENDAT 


June 13.—The President, 
message to Con- 


WASHINGTON, 
today sent the followin 
gress: 

To the Senate and House of Representa- 

tives: 

I deem it important before the adjourn- 
ment of the present session.of Congress to 
call attention to the following expressions 
in the message which, in the discharge of 
the duty imposed upon me by the consti- 
tution, I sent to Congress on the first Tues- 
day of December last: “Elsewhere I have 
discussed the question of reciprocity. In 
the case of Cuba, however, there are 
weighty reasons of morality and of na- 
tional interest why the policy should be 
held to have a peculiar application, and I 
most earnestly ask your attention to the 
wisdom, indeed, to the vital need, of pro- 
viding for a substantial reduction in the 
tariff duties on Cuban imports into the 
United States. Cuba has in her constitu- 
tion affirmed what we desired, that she 
should stand, !n international matters, in 
closer and more friendly relations with us 
than with any other power; and we are 
bound by every consideration of honor and 
expediency to pass commercial measures 
in the interest of her well being.’’ 

This recommendation was merely giving 
practical effect to President McKinley's 
words, when in his message of Dec. 5, 1898, 
and Dec. 5, 1899, he wrote: 

“It is important that our relations with 
this people (of Cuba) shall be of the most 
friendly character and our commercial re- 
lations close and reciprocal, * * * 

“We have accepted a trust, the fulfill- 
ment of which calls for the utmost integ- 
rity of purpose and the exercise of ‘ihe 
highest wisdom. The republic of Cuba yet 
to arise from the ashes of the past must 
needs be bound to us by ties of singular 
intimacy and strength, if ite enduring wel- 
fare is to be assured. * * * The greatest 
blessing which can come “<o Cuba its the 
restoration of her agricultural and indus- 
trial prosperity.” 


APPEAL FROM PALMA.

Present Plan Is to Turn Over the 
Shares Held by the R. I. and the 
Terminal So as to Givs the 
Former an Equal 
Ninth. 


By a compromise reached in New York 
the Wiggins Ferry property is expected to 
pass into the hands of the St. Louls Termi- 
nal Railroad Association, of which the 
Rock Island railrcad will become a mem- 
ber on an equal footing with the eight rail- 
roads which now control the eastern gate- 
way to 8t. Louls. 

A meeting of the Terminal Association d!- 
rectors will be held next week or early in 
the week following, !n which the terms of 


‘| the proposed agreement will ba thoroughly 


canvassed. 

Whon the railroad companies have effect- 
ed a compromise it is expected that the 
Mercantile and Mississippi Valley trust 
companies, which were the principal figures 
in the early litigation over the Wiggins 
stock, will cease to figure prominently in 
the case, and that the injunctions involving 
the sale of stock will be dismissed by con- 
sent of all parties. 

M. A. Low, general counsel of the Rock 
Island west of the Mississipp1, says that 
the final terms of the compromise have not 
been settled, but that the negotiations are 
likely to result in the transfer of the Wig- 
gins stock to the Terminal and the acquis!- 
tion by the Rock Island of an interest in 
the Terminal association. 

As a member of the Terminal, the Rock- 
Island will use the tracks of the Terminal 
company, and will not be restricted to the 
limited facilities which were secured by its 
purchase Of the Colorado line. 

The compromise will be brought about, 
according to plans, by the depositing of the 
Wiggins stock held by the Rock Island and 
the Terminal, and by the readjustment cf 
Terminal interests so as to give the Rock 
Island an equal ninth. 


“WE MADE IT A HOWLING WIL- 
DERNESS FOR THEM.”’ 


“That’s What They Tried to Make It 
for Us” and “‘Hell Is a Winter Re- 
sort Compared to Samar,’’ 

He Says. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 13.—Maj. L. W. 
T. Waller, United States Marine Corps, by 
far the most interesting personage to reach 
here - on the transport Warren, which 
brought the battle-scaried remnant of the 
fighting Ninth Infantry into port last night, 
expressed emphatic views of the war in the 
Philippines. 

“You can't stop the revolution in the 
Philippines unless you take the severest 
measures,’ said Maj. Waller. “You would 
hate to seé your wounded and dead muti- 
lated. I cannot describe the fearful con- 
dition in which we tound some of the 
bodies of men under my command who 
were murdered by insurrectos. 

“I received both verbal and written or- 
ders from Gen. Jacob Smith to kill all in- 
surrectos who were caught armed or wuio 
refused to surrender. It was the only 
thing that could be done, and [ never ques- 
tioned Gen. Smith's orders with one ex- 
ception. This exception I refuse to state. 

“A fair estimate of the number of na- 
tives killed by the men of my command 
would be 400 to 500. These were al! kilied 
in battle with the exception of 11 carriers, 
insurrectos at heart, who were tried by 
courtmartial and shot. There was only one 
woman shot and she was only slightly 
wounded. She happened to be in the 
breastworks of a fort my men were storm- 
ing. 

“Tl have fought with every country in the 
world except Australia,"’ said Maj. Waller, 

‘but Samar—well, hell is a winter resort 
compared to Samar.’ 

The major spoke huskily 
cold that he contracted during the 
voyage on the transport. 

“Tl left Samar a howling wilderness. They 
tried to make it that for us, but we made 
it a howling wilderness for tbem."’ 

‘‘Want any more of it?’ he was asked. 

“No, I'm getting to be an old man, now. 

“I'm in my fifties. Besides, they've sur- 
rendered, and it's all over. 

“Tt's always all over when they surrender 
in the Philippines.”’ 

“Have you anything to say, major, re 
garding your court-martial on the char 
of executing Samar natives without triai? 
Or was that the charge?’ 

‘The charge against me,’ he said, “was 
murder. Yes, one plain word—murder. “

Problem Which Now Confronts St. 


Louisans Is How They Can Get 
Clean After Taking a Bath. 


Residents of north, south and west St. 
Louls declare that the water now being 
furnished by the city is thicker than any 
former time within their recollection. 

Water Commissioner Flad admits its 
thickness, but says that it has been equally 
thick before. 

“People forget,’ he says, “that it was 
just the same last year and in other years, 
when the river rose.” 

““People’’ who are not proprietors of pri- 
vate filter plants are not likely to soon 
forget the water that Mr. Flad is dishing 


out to them this sultry season. 

Blood may be thicker than some kinds 
of water,”’ said a grocer in the neighbor- 
hood of the Water Tower to the Post-Dis- 
patch, ‘‘but it certainly isn’t thicker than 
the water we are getting up in this neigh- 
borhood lately. 


What Can We Do 
to Get Clean? 

“I thought we got such a thick variety 
of hydrant water because we are so close 
to the pumping station. I thought maybe 
some of the dirt leaked into our end of the 
pipes. But I hear some folks in the West 
End and South Side are getting even thick- 
er water than we are.” 

“A correspondent of the Post-Dispatch hit 
it just right the other day,” said a Russel 
avenue druggist discussing the same sub- 
ject. “‘He asked wnat a person could do to 


get clean after taking a bath in St. Louis 
these days. 

“His question served to illustra 
thickness of the water that is dished one 
to South St. Louisans. It’s more like var- 
nish than water.’’ 

The sugestion has been made that if Mr. 
Flad’s coagulating or filtration plant or 
some other hastily effective remedy is not 
pressed into service it may become 
necessary for the municipal assembly to 
revise the system of water rates. 

If the present thickness of the fluid 
continues it is pointed out that it would 
be a comparatively simple matter to sel] 
the water by the bar, like soap, or by the 
pound or peck, instead of at a per galion 
figure. 

The change would not entail any great 
expense to the municipality as there are 
already a number of city weighers and this 
opportunity would enable them to more 
readily earn their salaries and at the same 
time render service to the city at large. 


Why Not Fill 

Up the Quarries. 

Serious-minded citizens who have be- 
stowed considerable thought on the present 
water situation advance the suggestion 
that the interests of the public might be 
more satisfactorily conserved if the city 
did not use its high pressure engines to 
force the thick, heavy water through the 
city pipes. 

“It would be an advantage,”’ says this 
citizen, ‘‘to use this thick water to fil 
up the many holes and quarries about the 
city. The deposits in the water used every 
day would be sufficient, to my netion, to 
aimost fill every hole in the city.” 

Mr. Flad says that the thickness of the 
water could be effectually removed by the 
city by the simple expenditure of the tri- 
fling sum of $1,700,000 for a filter plant. 

There is no unanimous feeling on the part 
of the members of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, however, to popularize them- 
selves with the water-drinking portion of 
the community in that fashion. 


Not Encouraging 


to Free Baths. 

So the only hope is in the river. As the 
river gets low the water will get thin. As 
long as it remains high the water remains 
thick. 

The thickness of the water, both in the 
river and the municipal mains, is thought 
to be connected in some way with the 
apathy of the city officials toward tne 
public bathhouse plan. There is little hope 
for the erection of one of these institutions 
this summer. There was before the river 
began its present rise, but it is said that 
when Mr. Whyte, who presides over the 
destinies of the local harbor, saw the thick- 
ness of the Mississippi water he conciuded 
that he would need an appropriation almost 
as large as what Mr. Flad wants for flters 
to get enough pure water to clean those 
who used the bathhouses if they were built.

START THE ST, LOUIS STEAMBOATS. 


The following letter to Mr. B, W. Clark is a sample of hun- 
dreds received by the committee of the Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion appointed to push the movement to utilize the Mississippi 
river by runring through steamboats from St. Louis to New 
Orleans; the letter is from Mr. K. RB. McMillan, owner of the 
Burn plantation in Louisiana. He writes: 

“If St. Louis expects to do the trade of this section, it is very 
necessary to have a through line to New Orleans, as we cannot 
afford to order from 8t. Louis, and have freight handled so 
many times, as it is then received in bad condition. I hope the 
talked-of scheme of a new line to New Orleans to give one boat 
a week will materialize.’’. 

There are hundreds of river towns and landing places between 
St. Louis and New Orleans anxious to trade with St. Louis, but 
unable to do so on account of lack of facilities. ‘This large trade 
awaits the through steamboats from St. Louis. It will come to 
St. Louis and greatly expand St. Louis trade the moment the St. 
Louis steamboats begin to run. 

But that is only one phase of the situation. Through steamboats 
from S8t. Louis will regulate railroad rates throughout the lower 
Mississippi valley. It will open the ports of Central and South 
America. Vast trade expansion wi!l follow the utilization by 
St. Louts of the Mississipni river for the transportation of freight. 

On the other hand, a failure to use the river and to build up 
a river freight tonnage will result in the final abandonment of 
the Mississippi and all its branches by Congress, as the Missouri 
has been abandoned. 

Why have the merchants and manufacturers of St. Louis sent 
delegations to Congress for years to urge the improvement of the 
Mississippi? Was it for the purpose of not using the river? Was 
it to waste the money devoted to river improvement? Or was it 
to utilize the incalculable advantage of water transportation? 

Now is the time for the merchants and manufacturers to act. 
Expand the trade of St. Louls. Restore the river traffic and the 
busy scenes of the river front. Start the St. Louls boats before 
the World’s Fair.

CARRYING CONCEALED WEAPONS. 


During the year ending March 1, 1902, 1587 inquests were held 
in St. Louis. Of these, 139 were in homicide cases. 

Coroner Funkhouser says: “‘The number of homicides reveals 
a careless regard for the value of human life that is almost in- 
conceivable. Irresponsible and dangerous classes have apparently 
no fear of law of ordinance and persist in carrying and using 
dangerous weapons without regard to consequences.” 

The practice of carrying concealed weapons does not seem to be 
declining, notwithstanding the efforts of courts and police to put 
@ stop to it. 

Nothing short of swift and certain punishment will teach the 
foolish and vicious the folly and barbarity of the custom. It 
is a relic of violent times and should not be tolerated in a 
community living according to law and order. 

The police must be alert to catch offenders and prosecuting 
officers should be especially vigorous in the prosecution of such 
cases. Jt will save lives, save the expense of murder trials and 
purge the community of a savage element. An ounce of preven- 
tion is worth a pound of cure.

The temporary retirement of Col. “Bill” Phelps from the post 
of Dispengeer cf Transportation to convention delegates and state 
officials brings out in a startling way the common practice of 
issuing free passes !n Missouri to those who can do the railroads 
the most good in politics. 

Col. Phelos, when asked about the report of his retirement, 
frankly said that he expected to spend the summer in Colorado, 
but hie usual fur.ction of suppiying transportation to party con- 
veniions would be performed by his associate, Col. Mart Clardy. 

“My understanding is,’’ said the colonel, “that Mr. Clardy will 
provide transportation for the delegates to the St. Joseph and 
Springfield conventions.

MONTANA INVENTOR 
MAKES AN’ AIRSHIP 


— 


FRIENDS EXPECT HIM TO TAKE 
SANTOS’ LAURELS. 


Special to the Poet-Dispatch. 

BUTTE, Mont., June 13.—Santos-Dumont 
and all others with aerial aspirations and 
experiments had better look to their lau- 
rels, for there is a man down in Carbon 
County who threatents to make them ail 
look up and, judging from present promises, 
is destined to be in tho lead among the 
higafiyers of the upper air. 

“T C. Benbow’s fiying machine has 

assed the experimental stage,’’ said a ked 
poe man this morning. ‘“‘Not only fas 
he returned from Washington with the in- 
dorsemenut of authorities in the Kast, but 
has succeeded in organizing a@ stuck com- 
pany with capital enough to bring his in- 
ventiaqn before the public. 

“Mr. Benbow’s company, which has just 
been incorporated, is known as the Amerti- 
ean Aerial Navigation Co., and has a cap- 
ital stuck of $30,000. The incorporators are 
all local men, the president being Former 
County Commissioner Lavelle of 
lodge. 8. Simonson of Arizona is vice- 
president and George Pierson of Red Lodge 
secretary. 

‘Benbow, Lavelle and Simonson have gone 
to New ork, where they wiil Dulid a ma- 
chine which will cost $6vv0. 

“Some months ago Mr. Benbow went to 
Washington to make his filing in the pat- 
ent office, and while there re received 
the compliments of Munn & Co., the pub- 
lishers of the Scientific American, and of 
the officer in charge of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. 

“Benbow was a rancher refore he be- 
came an inventor, and when he tirst sprang 
this machine of his on the people of Car- 
bon County he was considered a crank, 
but the people down there have discon- 
tinued to accuse him of currying wheels 
in his head. 

‘His aeroplane, or whatever he is @is- 
posed to call it, will be propelled by a 
gasoline motor of about five-horse power. 
it has a number of canvas wings which 
open and shut at the will of the operator, 
who has a small lever near his seat. 

‘Two large rubber bags carry the gas. 
One of these, however, is used only In 
emergency cases and the other one has 
sufficient buoyancy to carry the weight of 
the machine. 

“There does not seem to be much prob- 
ability of Mr. Benbow’'s returning to ranch 
life again, as he has already been offered 
enough for his invention to enable him to 
shake his fist at the slings and arrows of 
outrageous fortune and bronco busting.”’

NEW YORK, June 18.—College rowing 
crews are fast moving into their headquar- 
ters on ‘the Thames and the Hudson prepar- 
atory to the two great regattas of the year. 
In fact, the Yale, Harvard and Pennsylva- 
nia crews are already on the water where 
the test for supremacy will be had this 
season. Yale is at Gale’s Ferry, Harvard 
at historic Red Top and Pennsylvania at 


Poughkeepsie, 

Generally there is an impression that Yale 
will beat Harvard again this year, not- 
withstanding that the crimson has al] the 
better of the other university, so far as 
organization and conveniences for rowing 
are concerned. 

Harvard has gone back to the old method 
of debating what :o do, as was the case be- 
fore Lehmann went there and awoke the 
crimson men to the possibilities they had, 
while Yale has her crew selec ed and is on 
the water practicing with might and main 
every day. 

Harvard has been worrying all the spring 
as to who should be selected to stroke the 
crew, and even niow is uncertain as to the 
best man for the place. It {s probable that 
McGrew will be given the oar. He has 
rowed stroke oar this spring, and Is a fairly 
good man, but the indecision of the crimson 
coaches has kept the eight in suspense ali 
the spring, and suspense is often disastrous 
where good drill is necessary to perfect unl- 
formity in the boat. 


Quakers’ Three Crews. 
The Quakers will enter three crews, 'var- 
sity eight, ‘varsity four and freshmen eight. 


Coach Ward expects quite a little of the 
’varsity eight, and most of them are Henley 
veterans. He has given them a new set of 
oars that are identical with those used at 
Henley last vear. Pennsylvania's eight- 
oared crew will use the ‘99 paper shel) for 
the ‘varsity race at Poughkeepsie on June
